Many Munitipal Officers Protest Against
the Proposed Enactment and Point
Ot the Evil Results to
Flow from It

Albany, N. Y., Maorch 18.—The final rally
against the Ralnes bill was made by the
Mayors of the.citles of the Stite before
Governor Morton to-day. It was an peci-
slon withont 4n equal In the history of /the
Execullve Chamber, No bl previously
passed by a Leglslature has mel sny such

" oppositibn, and none within the memory of
the present polltical leaders: hus ever
called for such n gathering.

To the astonlehment of everybody, there
wng no appearance from either of the two
great eitles in the metropolitan district.
The Intense and bitter opposition to the
Taines blil in both New York and Brook-
Iyn naturally led the.encmles of the pro-
posed law to look fon help from those quar
ters most confidently.  Even the Governor
seemoed surprisged when he leéarned that the
eltles chiefly affected by the bill were not
represented, It was understood that May-
or Htrong -had at the last moment declded
to retognize the overwhelming public gentl-
ment ugaitist the measurve In New York,
and hgd dephilaed Asslstant Corporation
Uoungel John Proctor Clark te volee the
opposition of be metropolls to. the Bill,

The Mayor's remairks to Mr, &. N. Bovee,
g5 reported In the nawspapers, were. talken
68 8 sure ludleation that New York Clty
wonld not vemaln sllent. Mr. Bovee, who
wiis it the Capital during the day, repeated
the eonversation had by bim with Mayor
Btrong, and expressed surprise at the fail-
ure of the Mayor to represont his olty's
Interests,

But Le fallures of the Mayors of the mets
royalithn dlstriet to look afier the interests
of their eltles d1d ot abate the ardor of

these told Governor Aorton that the people
dld not swant the Rnlnes bill to become a
law, Thelr protests were dellvered before
one of the latrgest audlences ever guthered
In the Executive Chamber. Senator Ralnes,
whoge chief elalm to notoriety 1a his Intro-
ductlon of the bill, came in ecarly. He wus
followed by Senator Higgins, whoss com.
mittes handled the meagnre In the Seuate,
and Assemblyman Allds, who looked after It
in the Houge, Adjutant-General MeAipin
wig eleo an Iloterested spectator, as was
President Setl Low, of Coltunbia College.

Solomon Smalley, aged thirty; leaves
a wife and two children,
Asifle from these fatalitles there was no
one lojured. Thirty thousand pounds of
powder In all exploded, 186,000 pounds at
each explosion. ]

After the exploslon the women and chil-
dren from {he company homes ran’ to the
milis In a panie. Of the four men, who
wern Iterally blown to pleces, no trace
couTd “be found by which they conld bhe
ldentified. Only fragments of their bodies
were dlscovered.

The Daughter, to Whom He Was
Engaged, Testifies Against
Her Fiance.

Washington's Swell Set - Deeply
Interested in the Outcome of
This Famous Case.

INTOXICATION IS THE DEFENCE,

Miss Gertrude Phillips Weeps as She Teils
of Her Love for the Young Man
Who Entered Her Reomon!

That Fateful Night.

Washington, March 18.—The frial of Fen-
jemin H, Miliiken, the private secretary of
Senator Harrls, and formerly clerk of the
Sennte Committee on the District of Colum-
bla, was begun at 11 o'clock this morning

before Judge Cale, In the Criminal Court.

Milliken I8 chavged with bonsebreaking in
the night in baving entered the residence of
Judge Samuel T. Phillips, ex-Solleltor of the
Trensury, oo July 4 lnst, with lnteot o at-
tnek Judge Philllgs’s: daughter Gertruie,
Thls case his been the subject of surmise
and conjecture on the part of the Wadlilng-
ton swell set ever sluce It was made public,

On the date mentioned Milliken was dis-
covered In the room of Judge Fulllips's
daughter, who on the stand to<day admitted
that he was her accepted flance, 3illiken
was tursed over to the police und sent to
the station hoyse. His defence at the time
was that he was drunk and knew nothing
of the ocenrrence.. When he arrived at the
statlon he sent for Asslstant Distriet-Attor-
ney Mullowny., who, on account of the Iack
of information concerning the affalr, and
thinking it was simply the mistake of a
dronken man, ordered his release,

Milllken has for severnl ¥ears been a
wellknown wan-ubout-town. He Is thirty
years of nge, silghtly bald, and with o
long, reddish mustnehe. He has occapied
wmany honorable positlong In the Govern-
ment service, and has nlways moved In the
hest Boctul elveles of the capital, When he
